With the lifting of the wind signal in Batanes, “EMONG?” is no longer directly affecting the country. 


HAZARDS AFFECTING COASTAL WATERS 


Under the influence of the tropical depression, moderate to rough seas (1.5 to 3.0m) will be experienced over the 


seaboards of Batanes and Cagayan including Babuyan Islands. Mariners pf small seacrafts are advised to take 
precautionary measures when venturing out to sea. Inexperienced mariners should avoid navigating in these conditions. 


TRACK AND INTENSITY OUTLOOK 


e “EMONG?’” left the Philippine Area of Responsibility at 9:00 AM today. On the forecast track, “EMONG’ will continue 
moving northwestward towards southeastern China and may weaken into a remnant low before it reaches the 
southeastern coast of southern China.
